The 
laudabid' endeavours  of  the  truftees  for 
encouragement  of  fitlicrics  and  manufac¬ 
tures,  and  of  the  managers  of  the  forfeit¬ 
ed  eftates,  have,  in  many  places,  been 
crowned  with  fuccef*;  the  pious  efforts 
of  the  focietv  for  propagating  Chriftiao 
knowledge,  have  produced  the  ,aK>ft  I'a- 
lutarv  confequcnces;  ignoraoce  and  fu* 
perdition  begin  to  give  place  to  know¬ 
ledge  and  rational  piety.  By  thefe 
imans  the  remote  parts  of  Scotland  wear

The  extenfive  and  difeontiguous  ft- 
tuation  of  many  of  the  pvrldies  in  the 
Highlands  and  iflmds,  arc  an  irrefra¬ 
gable  bar  againd  the  fiiccersful  labonra 
of  the  pador.  Tlie  people,  thinly  fcat- 
tered  through  an  exteulivc  wildernefs, 
can  neither  be  very  regularly  viiited,  nor 
can  they  be  cxpcded  fo  frequently  t.o 
attend  the  public  indrudioiis  and  the 
offices  of  devotion.  Some,ntuated  in  inac- 
ceffible  places,  fuch  asidands,  rardy  have 
accefs  to  their  pador's  ghcftly  ioftruc- 
tions;  others  conlift  of  a  number  of  old  pa- 
riOies  thruft  all  into  one  paftoral  charge* 
where  the  people  will  only  attend- wdr- 
(hip  at  their  own  kirk,  or  its  ruins;  and 
as  fume  of  thefe  prefent  parilhes  conlift 
of  three  or  four  old  ones,  the  prejudice 
of  the  people,  as  hinted  above,  together 
with  tlie  condeCrendcnce  of  the  paftor* 
have  made  it  cuftomary  to  attend  only 
their  own  kirk,  or  its  ruins :  thus  they 
can  hive  their  paftor’s  inftrudions  pnly 
once  in  three,  or  ibmctimes  four,  weeks* 
Thefe  arc  the  detejlah^ *works  of  the 
avaritious  rejormer  Morton,  regent 
of  Scotland,  who  filled  his  coffeys  with 
the  church  revenues,  that'ought  then,  aa 
well  as  at  this  day,  to  have  fupported 
thofc  who  teach  morality  and  inculcate 
virtue.

SIR, 

I  HAVE  often  fmiled  when  I  was  at 
Paris  to  read  the  very  extraordinary 
accounts  which  the  London  prints  nlc 
to  give  of  that  ritv,  btit  more  efpecial* 
ly  of  iti  parliament ;  fuch  incoherent 
jumble  as  nfed  to  be  put  together  would 
make  any  man  laugh,  who  was  in  the 
Jeaft  acquainted  with  the  prcHTccdings 
of  tliat  aireinbly.  I  have  converfed  with 
many  tince  my  return,  who  frequently 
have  mcniione<l  the  parliament  of  Paris, 
yet  not  one  of  them  feemed  to  have  the 
lead  knowledge  of  its  conftilution:  1 
have  therefore  fent  you  an  account  of  it 
lor  the  entertainment,  of  your  readers, 
which  is  not  eafy  to  be  met  with;  anti 
as  there  is  now  on  the  carpet  fome  very 
great  difputes  between  the  faid  parlia¬ 
ment*  and  the  new  monarch,  not,  I  think, 
at  this  time  unlearonable. 

In  the  reigns  of  the  firll  kings  of  France, 
iufticc  w’as  generally  adminihered  in 
the  king’s  prefence,  he  himfelf  fitting  as 
jnd^e,  a  Hi  lied  by  able  conn  fell  ors,  fo 
that  the  place  was  changed  on  the  king’s 
changing  his  refidence. 

King  Pepin  being  obliged  to  go  to 
Italy,  that  Ids  fubje^fts  might  nof  fuff’er 
for  want  of  jufticc  in  his  abicnee,  inlfi- 
tuied  a  parli.upcnt  compvifcd  of  fevcral 
of  the  wifeft  and  greateft  perfons  of  the 
kingdom,  in  the  year  706;  tiaey  fat  then 
generally  twice  a-year,  but  the  time. and 
place  were  not  fixed. 

The  following  kings  made  fome.altc- 
rati(»ns  in  the  inilituti’on,  and  the  place 
of  fitting  was  not  abfolutely  fixed  till  the 
reign  of  Philip  le  Bel,  who  declared 
the  parliament  flionld  be  held  at  Paris, 
and  no  where  clfe.  By  the  cdidl  of  1301, 
they  arc  to  hold  a  fcfiion  tw'icc  a-ycar, 
that  is  to  fay,  at  Eafter  and  All  Saints; 
the  king^  chofe  two  prelates,  and  aifo 
wo  barons,  who  generally  were  princes, 
to  fit  and  vote  in  the  parliament. 

Ai  firft  there  was  but  one  chamber, 
which  was  called  the  prelate’^  chamber, 
becaufe  there  were  a  number  of  cede* 
fiafiics  who  had  feats  therein ;  but  the 
multiplicity  of  affairs  made  it  necdlary 
to  augment  the  number  of  chambers, 
and  at  prefent  it  C'^nfifts  of  eight,  viz. 
the  grand  chamber,  the  five  chambers  of

The  grand  chamber  is  compofed.  of  a 
fi»ft  prefident,  and  feven  other  prefr- 
dent?,  and  twenty-nine  counfellors,  ten 
of  w'hich  are  churchmen,  the  other  nine¬ 
teen  la'cks;  all  dukes  and  peers  have  a 
vote  in.  thi<  chamber,  hut  none  under 
that  rank,  except  the  abbot  of  St  Den¬ 
nis,  and  the  archbilhop  of  P.4ris  for  the 
time  being. 

.  E^ch  ch  tmber  of  the  enquete  and  re¬ 
queue  is  compofed  of  twm  prefidents  and 
twenty-eight  counfellors.  The  proceed¬ 
ings  Ircfore  the  chambers  of  enquete  are 
by  writing;  the  court  inquires  into  fads 
(and  it  is  called  enquete  from  inqui- 
rcrcTt  to  inquijc),  after  which  the  deter- 
niinition  is  alio  given  in  wiiting. 

All  caufes  relating  to  the  civil  efficca 
of  thecrowm  are  brought  before  the  rc- 
qu:te»  If  thefe  pe<  pic  commit  any  of¬ 
fences,  the  plaintiff  prefents  a  petition 
much  like  a  bill  in  our  chancery,  and 
this  cou.t  puniihes  the  <  ffendcr  accor« 
dingly*  It  is  called  requcic,  the  word 
figui lying  a  rcqucft.or  petition. 

The  Tourncllc  criminelle  w.is  efta- 
biilhed  in  1436;  it  is  compofed  of  two 
prcfident.^,  and  eight  counfellors  of  the 
grand  chamber,  and  of  two  counfcllora 
from  every  other  chamber.  Sometimes 
criminals  appeal  from  the  fcntenccs  of 
the  ordinary  judges.  tr»  this  ebamberi 
and  they  have  pow’tr  cither  to  confiren 
or  remit  the  fcntence  as  they  find  it  juft 
or  unjnft.  .*  ^  i.- ' 

The  Tonrrtelle  civile  was  eftabllfhed  in 
the  year  16^9  ;'it  confifis  of  one  prefix 
dent,  and  half  the  number  of  counfcllori 
of  the  Toiirntlle  criminelle.  They  dc^ 
terminr  in  fmall  caufes,  where  the  difputt 
docs  not  exceed  ft»rty  pounds  or  forty 
ftiiflings  a*year  rent. 

In  the  vacation  a  chafhber  is  appoint-* 
ed  f->r  judging  fuch  caufes  as  require 
difpatch:  they  fit  from  the  7th  of  Sep^ 
lember  to  the  fe.ift.  of  St  Martin ;  but 
this  is  not  reckoned  one  of  the  ebam^ 
bers  of  the  parliament,  becaufe  their 
power  ccafcs  when  the  parliament  begins 
its  fifficns.  * 

The  parliament  of  Paris  is  fometimes 
called  the  court  of  peer^,  and  «he  levo 
ral  chanrbers  of  it  Ibvereign  courts,  be¬ 
caufe  there  lies  no  appeal  from  them. 
It  is  heic  that  all  the  dukes  and  peers  of 
France,  and  all  the  great  oflRcers  of  the 
crown  arc  tried  when  acculed  of  any 
crime.

Indeed  we  find 
the  propenfions  of  our  hearts  to  wicked 
praXices  ftrung  at  all  timest  even  whea 
no  external  objeXs  arc  propounded  to 
them^  but  wiicn  tbefe  depraved  inclina* 
tiona  do  meet  with  alluring  objeXs,  (l.t . 
opportunities,  (trong  perfuafions  front 
others,  inducing  examples,  br  the  like; 
the  temptation  then  grows  ftrong,  and  if 
very  apt  to  hurry  us  ipto  the  cominiflioQ  , 
of  crimes  which  have  (b  many  advantagcf 
to  recommend  them  to  the  foul.  Now^ 
all  thefe  objeXivc  temptations  God  may 
moft  righteoufly  adminifier  to  our  luft.f 
in  the  common  coiirfe  of  his  providence^ 
and  we  fee  this  adminiftration  doth  often 
take  place;  for  a  thief  fteaU  not  any  * 
thing,  but  what  providence  brings  in  hli 
way;  the  murderer  flays  aot  any  man, 
but  whom  providence  offers  to  his  fword 
and  violence.

A- 
gain,  God  is  faid  to  lead  us  into  tempta« 
lion,  when  he  withdraws  his  divine  aid^ 
and  leaves  us  under  the  power  of  a 
temptation.  All  our  fecurity  from  thp 
molt  flagitious  crimes,  is  wholly  from 
G  )d*s  common  or  fpecial  aid;  the  for¬ 
mer  reftraining  us  from  the  external  aX 
of  fin,  the  Utter  weakening  and  deltroyr 
ing  the  inward  principle  of  it.  And 
therefore,  when  we  pray  that  God,  &c. 
we  pray  that  he  would  itill  continue  the 
influences  of  his  Spirit,  and  by  them  ex¬ 
cite  and  quicken  our  virtues,  that  we. 
may  not  fall  a  prey  to. every  temptation. 

Once  more,  God  is  faid  to  lead  men 
into  temptation  when  he  permits  the  de¬ 
vil,  and  wicked  men  his  inflruments,  to 
tempt  us.  it  is  faid  in  %  Chron.  xxv.  i.

The  learned  author  of  this  journey 
begins  with  informing  the  reader. 
That  he  had  dcHred  to  vi(U  the  Hebrides 
or  Wcftcin  lllands  of  Scotland  fo  long, 
that  he  Icarcely  remembers  how  the 
wilh  was  originally  excited  ;  and  was  in 
the  autumn  of  1773  induced  to  un<ler- 
take  the  journey,  by  tinding  in  Mr  Bof- 
well  a  companion,  whole  acutenefs 
would  help  his  enquiry,  aiKl  whofe  gaie¬ 
ty  of  cuuverfation  and  civility  of  man¬ 
ners  are  fufticient  to  counteraift  the  in¬ 
convenience  of  travel,  in  countries  fefs 
hofpitable  than  they  have  pa^ed.  On 
the  i8lh  of  Augud  they  left  Edinburgh, 
a  city  too  well  known  to  admit  deferip- 
tion,  and  direded  their  courfe  north¬ 
ward,  along  the  eafteru  coaft  of  Scot¬ 
land. 

Our,  author  gives  the  following  ac¬ 
count  of  St  Andrews  and  Aberbrothock : 
St.  Andrews. 

AT  an  hour  fomewhat  late  wc  came 
|o  St  Andrews,  a  city  once  archiepifeo- 
pal;  where  that  univerfity  (till  fubfiUji  in 
which  philufophy  was  formerly  taught 
by  Buchanan,  whofe  name  has  as  fair  a 
claim  to  immortality  as  can  be  conferred 
by  modern  latinity,  and  perhaps  a  fairer 
than  the  indability  of  vernacular  langua¬ 
ges  admits. 

Wc  found,  that  by  the  interpofition  of 
fome  invibble  ftiend,  lodgings  had  been 
provided  for  us  at  the  houlc  of  one  of 
the  profcflbrs,  whofe  eafy  civility  quick¬ 
ly  made  us  forget  that  wc  were  ftran- 
grrs  ;  and  in  the  whole  lime  of  our  ftay 
wc  were  gratified  by  every  mode  of 
kindnefB,  and  entertained  with  all  the  e- 
legance  of  lettered  hoipitality. 

In  the  morning  we  rofe  to  perambu¬ 
late  a  city  which  only  hiftory  (hews  to 
have  once  flouriihed,  and  furveyed  the 
ruins  of  ancient  magnificence,  of  which 
even  the  ruins  cannot  long  be  vlfibic,  on- 
Icfs  fome  care  be  taken  to  preferve  them ; 
and  where  is  the  plea  fare  of  preferving 
fuch  mournful  memorials^  They  have 
been  till  very  lately  fo  much  negle^d^ 
that  every  man  carried  away  the  (lones 
who  fancied  that  he  wanted  them.

The  cathedral  (of  which  the  foundati- 
ons  may  be  ftill  traced,  and  a  fnsall  past 
of  the  wall  is  ftanding],  appears  to  have 
been  a  fpacious  and  majcftic  building, 
not  unfuitable  to  the  primacy  of  the 
kingdom.  Of  the  arbhite^ure,  the  poor 
remains  can  hardly  exhibit,  even  to  ati 
artift,  a  fufficient  fpecimen.  1  It  was  dc- 
molilhed,  as  is  well  known,  in  the  tu¬ 
mult  and  violence  of  Knox’s  reforma¬ 
tion. 

Not  far  from  the  cathedral^  on  the 
margin  of  the  water,  Aands  a  fragment 
of  the  caftle,  in  which  the  archbiibop  an- 
tiently  refided*  It  Was  never  very  large, 
and  was  built  with  more  attention  to  fc- 
curity  than  pleafurc.  Cardinal  Beatoun 
is  faid  to  have  had  workmen  employed  in 
improving  its  fortifications  at  the  time 
when  he  was  murdered  by  the  ruffians  of 
reformation,  in  the  manner  of  which 
Knox  has  given  what  he  himfelf  calls  a 
merry  narrative. 

The  change  of  religion  in  Scollaadg 
eager  and  vehement  as  it  was,  ratfed  an 
epidemical  enthufiafm,  compounded  of, 
lullen  fcrupdlournrfs  and  warlike  feroci¬ 
ty;  which,  in  a  people  whom  idlencfs  rtw 
figned  to  their  own  thoughts,  and  who, 
converfing  only  with  each  other,  folFcr- 
cd  no  dilution  of  their  zeal  from  the 
gradual  influx  of  new  opinions,  wav 
long  tranfmitted  in  its  full  flrength  fironi 
the  old  to  the  young ;  but,  by  trade  and 
intercourfe  with  England,  is  now  viflbly 
abating,  and  giving  way  too  fafl  to  their 
laxity  of  practice  and  indifference  of  opi** 
nion,  in  which  men,  not  fufficiently  in- 
ftruded  to  5nd  the  middle  point,  too 
eafily  Ihelter  themfclvcs  from  rigour  and 
confiraint. 

The  city  of  St  Andrews,  when  it  had 
loft  its  archicpHcopal  pre ’eminence, 
gradually  decayed :  one  of  its  ftreets  i» 
now  loft;  and  in  thofe  that  remain^ 
there  is  the  ffience  and  folitude  of  inao-* 
tive  indigence  and  gloomy  depopulation. 

The  univerfity,  within  a  few  years, 
confided  of  three  colleges,  but  is  now  re¬ 
duced  to  two  ;  the  college  of  St  Leonard 
being  lately  diffolved  by  the  fale  of  it# 
buildings  and  the  appropriation  of  ks  re¬ 
venues  to  the  profcflbrs  of  the  two  o- 
thers.  The  chapel  of  the  alienated  col¬ 
lege  is  yet  ftanding,  a  fabric  not  inele¬ 
gant  of  eternal  ftrudure;  but  I  was  al¬ 
ways,  by  fonie  civil  excufe,  hindered 
from  entering  it.  A  decent  attempt,  as 
I  was  lince  told,  has  been  made  to  con¬ 
vert  it  into  a  kind  of  green- houTc,  bj

‘  Abirbrothock. 

As  we  knew  for  row  and  wiOies  tp  be 
vain,  it  was  now  our  bufiueia  to  mind 
our  way.  The  roads  of  Scotland  afford 
little  diverfion  to  the  traveller,  who  fel- 
dorn  fees  liimfelf  either  encountered  or 
ove*takeu,  and  who  has  nothing  to  con¬ 
template  but  grounds  that  have  no  vi 
dble  boundaries,  or  are  feparated  by 
wall**  of  loofc  ftone.  From  the  bank  of 
the  Tweed  to  Si  Andrew's  I  bad  never 
feen  a  fingle  tree,  which  1  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  to  have  grown  up  far  within  the 
prefent  century.  Now  and  then  about 
a  gentleman’s  lioufe  ftands  a  fmall  plan¬ 
tation,  which  in  Scots  is  called  a  policy, 
but  of  thefe  there  are  few,  and  thofe 
few  all  very  young.  The  variety  of  fun 
and  ibade  is  here  utterly  upknown. 
There  is  no  tree  for  cither  ihelter  or 
timber.  The  oak  and  the  thorn  is  e* 
qually  a  ftrangcr,  and  the  whole  country 
is  extended  in  uniform  nakednefs,^  ex¬ 
cept  that  in  the  road  between  Kirkaldy 
and  Coupar,  1  palled  for  a  few  yards  be¬ 
tween  two  hetiges.  A  tree  might  be  a 
(hew  in  Scotland,  as  a  horfe  in  Venice. 
At  St  Andrew’s  Mr  Bofwell  found  only 
one,  and  recommended  it  to  my  notice; 

1  told  him  that  it  was  rough  and  low, 
or  looked  as  If  I  thought  fo.  This,  faid 
be,  is  nothing  to  another  a  few  miles  off. 
f  was  fiill  Icfs  delighted  to  hear  that  an¬ 
other  tree  was  not  to  be  feen  nearer. 
Nay,  faid  a  gentleman  that  flood  by,  I 
know  but  of  this  and  that  tree  in  the 
•ounty* 

The  Lowlands  of  Scotland  bad  once, 
undoubtedly,  an  equal  portion  of  woods 
with  other  couotrits.  Forefts  are  every 
where  gradually  diminilhed  as  architec¬ 
ture  andcultivation  prefail,by  the  iocreafe 
of  people  and  the  iotrodudion  of  arts. 
But  I  believe  few  regions  have  been  de¬ 
nuded  like  this,  where  many  centuries 
mull  have  paffed  in  wafle,  without  the 
lead  thought  of  future  fupply.  Davies 
obferves,  in  his  account  of  Ireland,  that 
no  Iridiman  had  ever  planted  an  orchard. 
For  that  negligence  fume  excufe  might 
be  drawn  from  an  unfettled  (late  of  life, 
and,  the  indability  of  property;  but  in 
Scotland  pofl'ciliou  has  long  been  (ecurc, 
and  inheritance  regular;  yet  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  wore  ^  ttolop  any 


LowUnder  between  Edinburgh  and  Eng* 
land  had  ever  f«t  a  tree* 

Of  this, improvidence  no  other  account 
can  be  given,  than  that  it  probably  be¬ 
gan  in  times  of  tumult,  and  continued 
becaufe  it  had  begun*  Edablilhed  cup* 
tom  is  not  ^afily  broken,  till  lome  great 
event  fhake8,thc  whole  fydem  of  ihTiigs, 
and  life  feems  to  re-commcncc  upon 
new  principlcp.  That,  before  thif  union, 
the  Scots  had  little  <trade  and  little  mo¬ 
ney,  IS  no  vsltd  apology  ;  for  ptaritation 
is  the  lead  Ckpenfive  of  all  methods  of 
improvement.  To  drop  a  feed  into  the. 
grv>und  can  epd  nothing,  and  the  trouble 
is  not  great  of  prote^ing  the  yor.r^ 
plant  till  it  is  out  of  danger  ;  though  it 
mud  be  allowed  to  have  fome  dtlBeulty 
in  places  like  thefe,  where  they  have 
neither  wood  for  paiifades,  nor  thorns 
for  hedges. 

Our  way  was  over  the  frith  of  T.iy, 
where,  though  the  water  was  not  wide, 
wc  paid  four  fliillings  for  ferrying  the 
chaife.  In  Scotland  the  neceffaries  of 
life  are  eafily  procured,  but  fuperfiuiliea 
and  elegincies  are  of  the  fame  price,  at 
lead,  as  in  England,  and  therefore  may 
be  confidcred  as  much  dearer. 

We  dopped  a  while  at  Dundee,  where 
I  remember  nothing  remarkable,  and 
mounting  our  chaife  again,  came,  about 
the  clofe  of  the  day,  to  Aberbrothock. 

The  moi  «•  ery  of  Aberbrothock  is 
great  renown  in  the  Hidory  ofScotbnd. 
Its  ruins  affjrd  ample  teftimony  of  its 
antient  magnificence:  iti  extent  might, 

I  fuppofc,  caGiy  be  found  by  following 
the  walls  am(>ng  the  gra's  and  weeds, 
and  its  height  is  known  by  fome  parts 
yet  dandingi  The  arcH  of  one  of  the 
gates  is  intirc,  and  of  another,  only  fo 
far  dilapidated  as  to  divcrfify  the  appear¬ 
ance.  A  fquare  apartment  of  , great  Icf- 
tinvfs  is  yet  danding;  its  ufe  1. could  not 
conje^iire,  as  its  elevation  was  very  dtf- 
proportionate  to  its  area.  Two  corner 
towers  particularly  attra^ed  our  atten¬ 
tion.  Mr  Bofwell,  whofe  tnquiiirivenefi 
is  (econded  by  great  a^ivity,  (crambted 
in  at  a  high  window,  but  found  the  ftair^ 
within  broken,  and  could  not  reach  the 
top*  Of  thp  other  tower  we  were  told 
that  the  inhabitaritt  fometimes  climbed 
it,  but  wc  did  qnt  immediately  difcerii 
the  entrance;  and  as  the  night  was  ga- 
therlng  upon  us,  thought  prtrpcr  to  de-

It  IS  tor  tlie  intcreft  of  a’l  metchants  to 
know,  that  the  port  r  f  Vendre,  which 
was  very  good  when  it  belonged  to  Spain, 
but  hail  buce  tilled  up  in  many  parts, 
is  now  again  fit  to  Ihelter  velfels,  and  the 
cleaning  of  it  entirely  ont,  which  has 
been  going  forward  for  fome  years,  rtill 
continues.  If  at  this  ftormy  time  of  the 
year,  when  many  Ihipwreeks  happen  in 
the  Mediterranean,  this  port  had  been 
known,  many  velVels  might  have  been 
faved.  In  the  lafl  rtgrm,  n  is*  faid  that 
140  vciVels  of  ditferent  nations  have  been 
loft  there.”

Charles  Town,  Nov.  18.  “  On  the 

lalh  inft.  the  hon.  VV^iHiam  Bull,  Efq; 
lieutenant  governor  of  this  province,  if- 
fued  the  following  proclamation  *. 

“  Whereas  I  have  received  notification 
from  his  excellency  Sir  James  Wright, 
bart.  g*)vcrnor  of  Georgia,  that  at  a  con*  ^ 
grefs  holden  on  the  20th  of  October  laft 
at  Savannah  in  the  council  chamber,  be¬ 
tween  his  excellency  and  the  hon*  Mr 
Stuart,  his  majefty’s  fuperintendant  for 
Indian  affairs  in  the  fouthern  department, 
and  feveral  headmen,  accompanied  by  a 
large  number  of  others  of  the  Creek  na¬ 
tion  of  Indians,  a  treaty  of  peace,  friend* 
Ihip  and  commerce  was  concluded  with 
the  faid  Indians,  whereby  the  Indians 
have  ftipulated  to  give  and  complete  the 
full  fatihfadion  demanded  for  the  mur¬ 
ders  and  outrages  committed  by  them 
laft  winter  in  the  province  of  Georgia; 
and  farther  defired,  the  better  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  like  hereafter,  that  fiindry  regu- 
latit)n3  may  be  made  in  the  Indian  trade, 
for  the  more  orderly  carrying  on  the 
fame,  and  to  maintain  peace  between  his 
majelty’s  fubjedts  and  the  Indians; 
w  hereupon  a  plan  of  regulations  for  the 
Indian  trade  accordingly  hath  been  con- 
lidered,  formed,  and  agreed  on  by  his 
excellency  Sir  James  Wright,  and  hath 
been  approved  and  adopted  by  me  in 
council:  And  whereas  it  is  thought  pro¬ 
per,  on  this  occafion,  to  open  the  trade 
to  the  faid  Creek  nation  again,  and  to 
take  off  the  temporary  limitation  upon 
the  trade  to  the  Cherokees,  that  they 
may  now  be  plentifullv  fupplied  with 
goods :  I  have  thought  tit,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  his  majefty’s  honourable 
council,  to  iffuc  this  my  proclamation, 
giving  notice  thereof  to  ail  perfons  in  this 
province,  concerned  or  willing  to  be 
concerned  in  fuch  trade,  that  1  hereby 
revoke  all  former  Indian  trading  licences, 
and  recpiire  them  to  take  out  new  ones, 
by  which  they  arc  to  be  fubjeil  to  the 
obfcrvancc  of  fuch  regulations  as  have 
been  thought  necclfary  for  carrying  oa 
the  trade  in  a  manner  which  may  fecurc 
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the  puWic  peace,  the  copy  of  which  ii- 
ctnce,  bond  and  regulations,  I  have 
caufcd  to  be  lodged  in  the  lecretary’s  of¬ 
fice  for  their  in'pe^ion  and  information, 
of  which  all  perfons  concerned  are  to 
take  due  notice,  and  govern  themfelyes 
accordingly,  as  they  Oiall  anfwer  for  their 
neglfifl  thereof.  William  Bull.”

Agreeable  to  a  previous  invitalirm,  an 
exceedingly  numeions  meeting  of  Weft- 
ludia  meicnanlsai.d  planter*;, on  tlie  iStb, 
.di'crnbled  at  the  London  'Tavern,  “  to 
deliberate  on  the  meafiires  necelfiry  to 
be  I  urfued  at  this  very  imp’»rt.uit  crilis. 

About  one  o’cloik,  Iketien  Ltmg,  Efq;. 
took  the  chair,  when  Mr  R.  ie  F.iller  o- 
pened  the  bulincfs  by  calling  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  meeting  to  what  he  was  a- 
hiiui  to  propole.  lie. dated  with  con- 
cilcnel-,  yet  wntli  exlienie  judgment  and 
precilion,  the  alarming  litu.ilion  into 
wdiich  the  prcfnit  plan  of  mealiires  re- 
fpcCtMig  America  was  likely  to  plunge 
this  Country  ;  and  from  a  ddire  of  avert¬ 
ing  thoje  evil>  'vhicli  it  lo  materially  con¬ 
cerned  the  \Vi  d  India  mvrch.mts  and 
pl.iiiters  to  prevent,  he  evinced  the  abfo- 
lute  necefli'v  ot  “  petitioning  parliament 
as  the  only  pr»tb\ble  me.ins  of  warding 
od  impending  ruin.” 

Hiving  thus  pleaded  for  ,1  petition  as 
the  gr.mnd- w’ork  of  every  Inb'tquent 
proceeding,  Mr  Fuller  decland,  that,  be¬ 
fore  he  pit  Ici  red  his  motion,  he  would 
lav  'pen  the  wliole  of  his  intentions, 
wUiwU  were,  “  fait,  to  move  lor  a  pcli* 
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tion  ;  and  if  that  motion  paflTed,  then  to 
to  the  meeting  the  objedts  to 
which  fuch  petition  Ihonld  he  confined, 
as  well  as  the  particular  fadls  it  (hould 
fet  f«*rth.” 

Af'er  fame  trifling  altercation,  Mr  Fill* 
ler’n  moiiini,  bodi  for  a  petition  and  the 
articles  to  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  fra- 
ihern  lltoiild  o*'iifine  theinfclves,  were 
called  for  and  attended  to. 

The  mi)tion  for  a  oefition  was  concei¬ 
ved  nearly  m  the  following  words  ;  ■  — 
“  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
a  pet«tioo  ihould  he  prefented  to  parlia¬ 
ment,  reprefenting  the  alarming  ttate  of 
afi'iirs  in  the  VV’efl-India  iflands,  and  fet- 
ting  forth  the  apprchenlionij  of  the  peti¬ 
tioners,  on  account  of  certain  refolulions 
entered  into  by  the  meeting  of  the  Ame¬ 
rican  congreOr,  luld  .It  P.ailadelphi  i  on 
the  5th  of  Septenibc.  1774  ;  and  praying 
intei  pcifrion.” 

Mr  Fuller  grounded  the  neccITry  of  a 
petitioji  of  this  kind  on  the  two  leioives 
of  the  congrefs,  whereby  they  ft'^mly  co¬ 
venant,  in  behalf  rif  the  whole  continent 
of  A  nerica,  “  not  to  h  ive  any  commer¬ 
cial  dealings,  either  in  the  way  of  export 
«>r  import,  with  the  Welt  India  iflinds, 
u  ilels  certain  t)SnoxiouR  adts,  pilfed  by 
the  Englilh  legilli‘u -e,  (hall  be  repealed.” 

The  articles  to  which  M"  Fuller  wilh- 
ed  the  fra. nets  of  the  petition  to  confine 
themselves  were,  fiift,  “  Tint  an  inveft- 
ment  of  flock,  the  property  «)f  various 
merchants,  to  a  very  large  amount,  wis 
iiow  placed  in  the  Welt  India  iflands; 
and  that,  by  the  circuitous  operati  m  of 
events,  the  returns  .arifing  from  this  flock 
woulil  be  conlivlerably  lelTenetl,  and  the 
ft  ;ck  itielf  would  be  diminilhed  in  value, 
provided  that  the  floppage  of  com  ner- 
cial  intercourfc  between  the  Welt  India 
ifluids  an  l  America,  threatened  by  the 
ref'd  vlng  of  the  cougrefs,  Ihould  take 
effrdt.” 

A  lecond  article  which  Mr  Fuller  wilh- 
cd  the  framers  of  the  petition  to  ft  ate 
fully  WHS,  “  The  amount  of  the  debt 
due  from  the  planters  and  others  in  the 
Well  I  'uiia  Iflandi  to  thofe  merch.ants  in 
England  with  whom  they  carried  on  a 
rccnroca!  commiinicat’on.” 

Mr  Willet  pr(  d'jced  a  letter  from  Mr 
Gil  vay,  a  young  m.an,  who  had  larely 
gone  from  England  to  New -York,  fetting 
forth,  “  Tiiat  the  rcfolutivms  of  the 
i.ingrcft  were  never  meant  to  be  obfer- 
ved  ;  thsi  the  delegates  themfclves  were 
ft)  ajhamei  of  them,  thit  they  were  only 


Undying  ways  and  means  to  elude  them; 
and  that  fyur  or  jlve  provinces^  to  the 
writer’#  certain  knowlctlge,  were  prepa* 
ring  to  violate  thele  rc'olutions.”  * 

Mr  Willet  having  read  thit*  letter,  a 
gendeman  begged  to  know  “  how  long 
the  writer  had  been  at  New  Y'yrk  when 
he  writ  the  let  cr  ?”  Mr  Willet  replied 
“  five  days,'* — It  was  obferved,  “  that 
he  mufl  be  a  yoiinj;  man  of  furprizing  a- 
bilitics,  to  penetrate  fo  intimately  into 
the  people  in  fo  Ihort  a  time;  and  he 
mufl  have  a  tolerable  (hare  confidence 
to  anfixver  for  four  or  five  provinces, 
when  he  had  himtelf  been  in  one  of  tlictn 
only  five  days.” 

Letters  w'crc  offered  to  be  produced  of 
as  late  a  date,'  all  wrote  in  a  very  difle- 
rent  (tile,  and  declaring,  that  there  was 
every  rcafon  to  believe  that  the  refoliiti- 
ons  of  the  cong^efs  would  be  flriiftly  ad¬ 
hered  to,  the  mcafures  of  reliflancc  in- 
oreafed,  not  diminilhed,  unlelV  the  ob¬ 
noxious  atfts  were  fpoedily  repealed. 

The  rcfult  of  thi^  debate  was,  **  That 
the  letters  of  particular  perfons  dcicrvtd 
no  greater  rcipei^  than  the  fcntimenls  of 
any  individual  p  efent ;  that  it  was  inju* ^ 
dicious  to  produce  them,  the  foie  point 
for  diicuflion  being,  whether  the  motion 
for  a  petition  Ihould  be  readT’ 

Mr  Aikinfon  next  fpi  ke  againji  the 
motion,  on  the  ground  tliai  a>  the  petiti¬ 
on  was  only  meant  to  recommend  to  the 
conlideration  of  parliament,  what  parlia¬ 
ment  would  certainly  conlider  of  tliem- 
felves,  it  waa  a  futile  mealiire. 

This  argument  Mr  Edwards  refuted  in 
a  mallcrly  manner.— “  The  gentleman, 
fays  he,  lays  it  down  as  a  fai^,  that  p.irr 
liameut  mean  to  confi.der  this  bnlinefs; 
if  they  mean  to  conlider  it  at  all,  they 
mufl  intend  to  take  it  up  on  the  largeft 
fcale  potliblc;  to  do  this,  every  informa¬ 
tion  they  can  pnjftbly  procure  is  necclfa- 
ry  for  their  affiftance;  and  therefore,  at 
we  mean  only  to  afford  them  every  in¬ 
formation  in  our  power,  the  very  reafon 
the  gentleman  urges  for  our  not  petition¬ 
ing,  is  the  very  rcafon  why  we  ought  to 
petition.

of  an  army  before  their  eyes  ported  in 
their  town  :  it  may  graciotifly  pieafe  his 
majefty.  that  immediate  orders  be  dif- 
p.atched  to  gen.  Gage,  for  removing  his 
majefty ’s  forces  from  the  town  of  Bof- 
ton,  as  foon  as  the  rigour  of  the  feafon 
and  other  cogveoicncicS;  indifpc&^blc  to 


the  fafety  and  accommodation  of  the  faitf  •, 
troops,  may  render  the  fuiic  pra^icable; 

A  debate  now  entued,  which  cohn-”*' 
nued  till  after  eight  o’clock,  in  which 
the  lords  SnfTalk,  Lytticton,  Shelburne. 
Caml>den,  Rochford.  Ri^ckingham,  Gow¬ 
er,  Weymouth,  aud  his  grace  the  duke 
of  Richmond,  bore  a  part;  when  the 
queftiou  being  put,  the  numbers  were  ' 
declared  as  follow :
